Belgian plane 

makes forced

MADRID (UPI). — At least 
seven persons were injured yes- 
terday when a Belgian airliner 
was involved in an incident — 
Possibly a near collizion — off 
Spain's north-western coast and 
δὰ to make an emergency land- 
Ing at Santiago de postele, 
a Sabena spokesman said. 

The Spanish newa agency 
Europa Press said the pilot of a 
twin-jet Caravelle on a flight 
from Brussels to Barcelona had 
to make a brusque manceuvre to 
avoid coliiding with another 


plane. 

Jean-Clayde ‘Urbain, 
Sebena's Madrid manager, said 
the incident was due to turbulence. 

“Only we don’t know what 
caused the turbulence,” he said.

Mr. Urbain said six or seven 
passe -*ngers and a stewardess wrre 
injured, none sertously.

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KNESSET VOTES DOWN 
DIRECT MAYORAL POLL

City mayors and council chair- 
men ‘Sill not be voted into office 
by direct election, the Knesset de- 
cided late last night in a dramatic 
and often bitter session. The vote 
was 51 to 28. 

(Now that the bill for the direct 
election of mayors has been voted 
down on the third reading, mayors 
wil continve to be elected by their 
councils, as ia the existing practice.) 

The Labour members of the La- 
bour-Mapam Allgnment, who voted 
for the ΠῚ on the second reading, 
voted against it on the third. 

After campaigning for the hill 
for seven years, Labour decided last 
night in an eleventh-hour caucus to 
ἈΠῚ the measure because of two im- 
portant ameudments approved on 
the second reading. 

These two amendments prescribed 
that a mayoral candidate needed 50 
per cent of the popular vote to be 
elected. Labour was committed to a 
40 per cent qualification, but could 
not get second-reading aprpoval for 
this before the Independent Liberals 
withdrew their support in revenge for 
the Ofer-Bader surplus-votes Knes- 
set elections reform. 

The 28 votes for the bill came from 
Gahai, the Free Centre, the State 
List, the Independent Liberals, and 
Meir Avizohar. The 51 votes against

Former chief of 
B.B.C. to advise 
Israeli T.V.

The Israel Broadcasting Au- 
thority has appointed Sir Hugh 
Greene, former head of the 
B.B.C., as its expert adviser on 
the television service. 

Some weeks ago Yigel Auon, 
the Minister of Education, an- 
nounced that it had been decided 
to call on a foreign expert to 
advise on possible improvements. 
The appointment of Sir Hugh 
was announced at 2 meeting of 
the plenum on Sunday by the 
chairman, Walter Eytan. 

Sir Hugh was Director-General 
of the B.B.C. from 1960 to 1969.

1,500 to get 
unemployment 
grants soon 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Despite the continuing labour 
shortage, some 1,500 Israelis will 
receive unemployment grants short- 
ly. They will be the first to benefit 


from the Unemployment Insurance ἡ 


Law, which became effective on 
January 1. ᾿ 

Addressing members of the Jerusa- 
lem Labour Council this week, Histad- 
rut social security head Moshe Sadeh 
explained that a person can become 
eligible for the unemployment pay- 
ments for a variety of reasons, 
providing he is registered for job 
placement with his local Labour 
Exchange. The size of the payments 
is gcverned by several factors, such 
as family status, and health, 

Saying he doubted the present 
Knesset would enact a compulsory 
pension law, Mr. Sadeh urged indus- 
trial workers to press for a com- 
prehensive pension plan now. 

(At present, these are two types 
of pension schemes in operation — 
“basic’ and “comprehensive.” The 
former, which covers industrial 
worker's, bases its payments on a 
worker's starting wage and social 
benefits; the latter bases payments 
on the worker's last wage and social 
henefits. So far only service work- 
ers have gained comprehensive pen- 
Sion protection.) 

According to Mr. Sadeh, “many 
industrial workers become welfare 
cases shortly after retiring’ because 
they have no comprehensive pension 
Plan to back them up.

There were indications of a readi- 
ness for talks in Jordan and also 
in Egypt, and a favourable climate 
for some political move in Israel, 
he declared. “Perhaps negotiations 
will aprout in these conditions.” 


Clal acquires 75% 
of Central Trade

Israel has agreed to a request 
from the International Civil Avia-~ 
tion Organization that a “fect- 
finding investigation" team of 
ICAO experts visit Israel to-in- 
guire into the Libyan airplane 
incident. The investigation team 
will first visit Libya and Egypt 
and then come to Israel. 

The ICAO request came in a 
message from its  secretary- 
general which reached Jerusalem 
on Sunday.

Archbishop Raya on reported rift with Vatican 
‘No one can make me resign’

HAIFA. — “Nobody can remove 
me from my post or meke me 
resign if I don't want to. And I 
doz't intend to,” Archbishop 
Joseph Raya, head of the Greek 
Catholic community, told The Je- 
rusaiem Post yesterday. 

He had been asked to comment on 
reports in some Hebrew papers that 
the Vatican and circles in his 
church were dissatisfied with his 
handling of hig post, and that the 
Vatican was moving to have him 
replaced. 

arehbbishop RFaya said he had 
“heard nothing" of any intention to 
remove him, “except the press 
reperts.” The only oceasion for the 
forced resignation of an archbishop 
in his church would be “some ex- 
tremely irregular action," he added. 

According to the reports, the 
Vatican and senior personages in his 
church are “dissatisfied” with the 
Arebbishop's handling of his cam- 
raign for the return of the Bir'im 
and Ikrit evacuees to their village, 
as well as hig handling of admin- 
istrative matters in his diocese of 
Haifa, Acre, Nazareth and Gal!lee. 
The reports hinted that the Arch- 
bishop's attendance at a Rekah 
(New Communist) organized rally 
in favour of the evacuees keld at 
Umm el Fahm recently had aroused 
special displeasure in church circies. 

Archbishop Raya told The Post 
he had not been Invited to the meet- 


img by Rakah or any political circle, 


and had not known that the rally 
was politically inspired. "I was 
Jnvited by peeple. But even had I 
kmown it was a Rakah meeting, I 
would sill have attended, because I 
serve my people. Rakeh is after all 
a legal party and there is no law 
against its holding meetings.” 

H2 stressed that at the meeting 
he had talked in favour of Israel's 
actions. 

However, he conceded there had 
been “a little trouble” between him- 
self and the Vatican regarding his 
administration of diocesan matters, 
But he refused ta elaborate. 

The Post learned from 2 reliable 
source that the differences had aris~ 
en over his sale some two years 
ago of about 1,000 dunams of farm- 
ing land, owned by the church. The 
land is situated at 8 Moslem vil- 
Jage, Dabouriyah, at the foot of Mt. 
Tabor, and had been rented and 
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Archbishop Raya 


worked by the villagers for over 70 
years. Archbishop Raya considered 
the villegers “enslaved” and offered 
them the land for sale, at 2 low 
price. Each of the families, number- 
ing over 160, who had been farm- 
ing the land gladly agreed and 
bought the plot it had been farming. 

The Vatican reportedly objected 
to the sale, but Archbishop Raya 
stood by his action, which he con~ 
sidered as “freeing the people.” In 
the exchange of correspondence with 


the Vatican on the issue, he report- 
edly wrote he would “prefer to re- 
sign" rather than go against his 
conscience and “enslave the farmers 
again.” He did not consider the fact 
that the villagers were Moslems a5 
relevant in what he considered a 
bumene act, he Is said to have con- 
tended. 


Arehbishop Raya told The Post 
that he considered himself te be in 
the best position to judge on 
diocesan admin'stration, Esing on 
the spot, he had all the facts. “I 
have been doing my duty to my 
people and my country, Esrael. If 1 
have made any mistakes, Σ am 
ready to Usten. But until then, I feel 
I need make no changes.” 

Ccmmenting on the report in the 
fame papers that his future would 
be decided shortly when Patriarch 
Maximos V visits Israel, the Arch- 
bishop said to his knowledge the 
Patriarch was ποῦ due _ here. 
Max'mos V. the former Archbishop 
George Hakim, was Archbishop 
Raya'’s predecessor, and since his 
clection at Patriarch of Antioch has 
made some strengly anti-Israeli 
statements from his residence in 
Syria. A previous report that he 
wes due in Israel for a visit last 
Christmas proved false.

Foreign Minister Abba Eban sald 
the report was part of a “long Hst 
of untrue statements in the maga- 
zine.” Mr, ban was speaking to 
reporters at Lod before leaving for 
Austria on an official visit. 

“Time"’ magazine in 118 current 
issue says that Israel has moved a 
number of Arabic-speaking elite 
commandos onto several uninhabited 
and uncwned islands at the southern 
end of the Red Sea to protect oil 
tankers on their way to Eilat. The 
islands in question are 1,200 miles 
{1,920 lon.) from Hilat and 85 miles 
(136 km.) from Bab el-Mandeb, the 
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ten-mile wide strait between Aden 
and French Somalle which was the 
site cf an Arab terrorist attack on 
the Israel-bound Liberian oil tanker 
"Coral Sea” in 1971. 

“Time" said that in response to 
the attack, Israel had occupied 
Several of the islands and had set up 
a radio and radar base on one of 
them, Zukar, only 20 miles (32 kms) 
off the coast of Yemen. Yemen 
claims sovereignty over only one of 
the 11 islands in the group. 

“Time” said Yemen learned of the 
Israeli commandos' presence last 
summer from an alleged Israeli spy 
who said he had been assigned to 
thwart any land-based attack at Bab 
el-Mandeb.

U.S. and Soviets 
resume Salt talks 


GENEVA (AP), — U.S. and Soviet 
chief negotiators yesterday resumed 
the second phase of their super- 
secret Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talks — Salt IZ — after a recess 
of almost three months. 

U.S. Ambassador Alexis Johnson 
and Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Vladimir Semenov conferred for al- 
most two hours In the Soviet mis- 
sion to fx the time of the first 
plenary session, due later this week, 


‘The next meeting was sheduled 
for today at the U.S. mission. 


Delegation sources said the meet- 
ing dealt only with organizational 
questions and did not go mto sub- 
stance. Mr. Johnson is a newcomer 
to the taiks, succeeding Gerard Smith 
who successfully negottated Salt I 
ard also headed the U.S. delega- 
tlon for the prelimnary Sait 0 
session which ended December 21. 


The taiks are now headed for a 
most sensitive phase thet may last 
urttl mid-summer or longer. Con-

The Russians’ large missiles, in 
which they have a superiority, could 
eventually carry Mirvs more power- 
ful than the U.S. versions deployed 
in Minuteman and Poseidon missiles. 


The Soviets gare understood to 
have raised the Mirv question in a 
surprise move during the opening 
phase of the Salt talks. Reportedly, 
they also propose that Salt I in- 
elude some 700 tactical bombers 
based in Europe, capable of carry- 
ing auclear arms to the Soviet 
Union, 

However, the Soviets are said to 
be against matching this by includ- 
ing their 700 intermediate range 
missiles almed at Western Europe 
in a Salt I. package. 

By Soviet definition, only those 
arms should be considered strategic 
which could reach the territory of 
either Superpower, it was reported. 


No cash from

NAIROBI (Reuter). — President 
Tdi Amin of Uganda denied yester- 
day that Libya had induced him 
with offers of aid to order 815 
breac of diplomatic relations with 
Israel last year and the expulsion 
of the 500 Isreelis in Uganda. 

The official Ugandan radio, moni- 
tored here, said Amin made his 
denial in a speech during memorial 
rites for one of his sisters who 
died recently. 

The radio quoted him as saying

Finland, which has initlalled but 
not yet signed a free trade agree- 
ment with the Common Market, 
opened first contacts with Comecon 
in 1971. Preliminary talks resulted 
Jast January in a Finnish proposal 
about possible areas of cooperation. 
The proposal was accepted as ἃ basis 
for negotiations by Comecon a month 
later. . 

It suggested that Finland and 
Comecon could cooperate in statis- 
tics, standardization, economics and 
perhaps also within the activities of 
the Comecon Investment Bank.

Sudan’s Prosecutor General yes- 
terday brought four charges, in- 
cluding murder, against the eight 
Black September terrorists who as- 
sassinated two American and a Bel- 
gian diplomat during the etiack on 
the Saudi Arablan Embassy, in 
Khartoum 10 days ago. 


Khartoum’s Government newspa- 
per “As-Sahafa" said the terrorists 
face the maximum penalty of death 
by hanging on the murder charge. 


The newspaper said a commis 
sion appointed under the Prosecu- 
tor General to investigate the ter~ 
rorist attack on the Embassy had 
levelled four charges against the 
terrorists: murder; trespassing on 
private property with intent to com- 
mit injury and assault; crimina) 
intimidation; and wrongful confi- 
nement with intent to commit an 
iMegal act. The second and the 
third charges are each punishable 
by a maximum penalty of seven 
years’ imprisonment and the fourth 
by a maximum of three years, the 
newspaper said.

— Mohammed 
Hassan el-Zayyat, the first Egyp- 
tian Foreign Minister to visit China, 
arrived, in Peking yesterday for a 
four-day visit. He was met at the 
airport by his Chinese counterpart, 
Chi Peng-fel, with whom he wil 
open talks today. 

It was also expected he will con- 
fer with Chinese Premier Chou En- 
lai although no details of ‘his itine- 
rary have been disclosed. 

Egyptian sources in Peking said 
el-Zayyat's mission was part of a 
wide ranging pattern of tours 
abroad by Egyptian leaders to ex- 
plain Egypt's position in the Middle 
East conflict and to seek increased 
support from Egypt's friends, 

They said Egyrt is anrious to 
increase cooperation with China, 
which is one of the staunchest sup- 
porters of the Arab and Palestinian 
cause, but not at the expense of 
Egypt's close relations with the 
Soviet Union.

plurality in yesterdays Argentine 
general elections, and stili has 2 


good chance of winning a more than 
650 per cent majority, according to 
revized figures issued by the Interior 


First Ministry figures showed that 
Dr. Campora, hand-picked candidate 
of former strongman President Juan 
Domingo Peron, had won 46.7 per 
cent of the total vote. It later said 
Dr. Campora's total was based on 
only about 82 per cent of the total 
votes. 

Observers believed that votes still 
to be counted include many from 
Buenos Alres province and tradi- 
tionally Peronist, provincial cities, 
indicating Dr. Campora still had a 
chance of reaching the 50 per cent 
Plus one total of votes which would 
cbviate the need for a French-style 
run-off. 

The corrected figures released by 
the Interior Minister were based on 
results from 45,085 of the more than 
55,000 polling stations, indicating 
that about 1.5 million votes still had 
to be counted, according to unofficial 
estimates, 


Dr. Campora's major rival was 
the Radical Party's Ricardo Balbin, 
followed by Independent Conservative 
Francisco Manrique and Socialist 
Osear Alende.

The 
U.S. Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs has just an- 
nounced that, working with its 
counterparts in other countries, it 
seized illicit heroin during 1972 
with a “street value" of $1,640m. 
In Thailand alone, close to 11 tons 
of opium, morphine and heroin have 
been seized during the last three 
months. In addition, through inter- 
national cooperation, 625 narcotics 
traffickers were arrested in 1972, 
compared with 395 in 1971. In 1972, 
international agents seized 7,849

Britain’s strike wave will 
‘accomplish nothing’ — Gov't 


LONDON. — Britain's strike wave 
rolled on yesterday despite another 
Government warning’ it would ac- 
complish nothing. 


“Industrial action’ [5 fruitless and 
pointless," said Employment Sec- 
retary Maurice MacMillan. “It 
causes inconvenience, discomfort and 
distress. Yt damages not only the 
nation, but those taking part and 
their industrfes.” 


But industrial action — a wave of 
Fartial and total strikes which has 
disrupted British life for more than 
three, weeks —- pounded state-run 
industries as hard as ever yesterday. 
The latest strike situation:

Conditions in Israel are diffe- 
rent, and Professor Kaldor's pres- 
eription would not have the same 
effect here. In particular, wages in 
this country sare already heavily 
subsidized along with other con- 
sumer incomes. 

‘What we need is not a wage sub- 
sidy, but a proper application of 
direct taxes — plus, perhaps a 
“negative income tax” to replace 
the current maze of welfare bene- 
fits, But the suggestion is a pointer 
to the possibilities offered by fiscal 
policies for guiding economic per- 
formance —- provided the govern- 
ment is willmz to apply them.

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The lesson for Pompidou 


TH results of the French 
legislative elections give to 
President Pompidou a working 
majority in the National As- 
sembly and have spared France 
a major constitutional crisis. 
That would have been the in- 
evitable outcome of a victory by 
the Socizlist-Communist alliance, 

Nevertheless, the government 
coalition has lost 113 seats; and 
the Gaullists no longer enjoy 
an absolute mejority in the As- 


group Ο 
Jaeques Duhamel. Moreover, it 
is clear from a comparison of 
the figures of the first and 
second round of these elections 
that even this relative success 
was obtained only thenks to 
the votes of the Reformists who 
responded to the appeal of Jean 
Lecanuet to prevent the Left 
from taking over. 

The Left won about 47 per 
cent of the popular vote, nearly 
as much as the coalition su 
porting President Pompidou. Only 
the fact that the French elec- 
toral system favours the rural 
areas which generally vote for 
the right or the centre gave to 
the Gaullists and their allies a 
majority of 28 seats in the 490- 
man National Assembly. In the 
agricultural department of Lo- 
zere, for example, some 35,000 
voters can elect a deputy while 
in Essones, an industrialized re- 
gion close to Paris, it takes 
140,000 voters to elect one rep- 
resentative to the parliament. 

Mr. Pompidou is too seasoned 
2 politician not to understand 
the implications of these results. 
He knows one cannot govern 
against 47 per cent of the nation, 
particularly as his own party, 
the Gaullist “Union for the De- 
fence of the Republic,” obtained 
only 24 per cent of the votes in 
the first round. He is aware too 
that the Reformists who gave 
the government coalition the 
votes which insured its victory 
favour social and political re- 
forms. Their supporters voted 
for the coalition not only to 
keep the Communists out but be- 
cause Pompidou promised re- 
forthe real fight £ powe 

e real fight for rin 
France will come in 1976, when 
the president is elected for seven 

ars by popular vote. Pompidou, 
if he stands for re-election, or 
any other candidate of the pres- 


ent government coalition, will 
need every vote he can get to 
beat Francois Mitterrand, the So- 


clalist leader who has succeeded 
in giving new life to the Socia- 
list Party. Indeed, it has become 
as strong as the Communists 
nationally and even stronger in 
the parliament. If only a small 
part of the Reformists—who con- 
stitute 12.59% of the electorate 
though they have less than 30 
seats — vote for Mitterrand, he 
is practically sure to win. This 
might well happen as the French 
Communists gradually take on 


8 “new look” as a legitimate 
er in a left-wing democrat- 
ie coalition. 

In the next three years Pom- 
Lo and the government he 

lesignates wil. have to convince 
those seeking reform that this 
can be accomplished without ris- 
ky political experiments. It 
means the new government will 
have to improve the material 
situation of those who have not 
been able to profit from the 
rapid progress of the French 
economy. it will have to modify 
its heavy handed policies in the 
field of information, particularly 
television: give more power to 
the parliament and generally en- 
sure more cooperation between 
the National Assembly and the 
Executive: and shake up the 
state bureaucracy which like 
many bureaucracies is both 
authoritarian and not too effi- 
cient. Moreover, _ Gaullists' 
will have to persuade a large 
part of the Public that they 
have taken measures against 
those who used their position in 
the party to advance their own 
financial interests. 

To achieve these reforms — 
and quite a few others — Mr. 
Pompidou does not need the 
liamentary support of the 
formists. But he may try to get 
them into an enlarged coalition 
and create a new majority not 
only in the parliament but in 
the nation. That might ensure 
the defeat of Mitterrand in the 
presidential elections. It is too 
early to say whether this will 
happen or not: but it is certain 
that the new government will 
Lave to follow a line closer to 
the ideas of the two centre 
parties allied to the Gaullisis 
and closer to those of the Re- 
eee licy it will 

‘oreign policy it will mean 
essentially that the new gov- 
ernment will have to work with 
more conviction for the crea- 
tion of a united Europe — a 
construction which certainly 
would have been more advanced 
had de Gaulle not placed ob- 
stacles in its . 

The greater influence of the 
centre parties — in which Israel 
has many friends — but even 
more the desire to work for a 
unified European policy, wher- 
ever this is possible, will prob- 
bably contribute to acceleratin; 
the change for the better whic 
is beginning to be felt, at least 
in the climate of French-Israeli 
relations. France will not signi- 
ficantly modify its policy as she 
feels it is beginning to pay off, 
But she will try to harmonize 
it to a large extent with the 
policies, followed by her Euro- 
pest partners in our region.

te an election year I find my- 
self relying more and more on 
Sherlock Holmes’ advice: “When 
you have eliminated the impos- 
sible, whatever remains, however 
improbable, must be the truth." 
Remember it when you get to 
the polling booth. 

There’s lots of good stuff in 
Holmes. No wonder he collected 
£12,000 as a fee in one case, 
when the pound was a pound and 
income tax was “aly a tiny cloud 
on the horizon. Poor old Phillip 
Marlowe could only manage $40 
84 day and expenses. Even so. the 
Sheriock Holmes stories are per- 
vaded with an air of the ridi- 
culous {remember that bit about 
the Giant Rat of Sumaira or the 
Monograph on 140 varieties of 
tebacce ash?) which has infected 
the genre to this day. Even its 
practitioners are not immune. Si- 
menon recently told an Inter- 
viewer that he'd been put for- 
ward for a Nobel Prize and “at 
the age of 45 I might have ac- 
cepted.” 

As social history, the mystery 
novel is a better source than 
“Punch,” embalming all “the no- 
tions which are most acceptable 
to the present taste,” as Lady 
Mary Wortley Montague wrote 
ἃ couple of centuries ago, after 
a dekko at the popular novel. On 
the evidence, the society of the 
1920s and 'S0s—the Golden Age 
of detective fiction — was in bad 
shape and, judging by recent 
essays in the field, we're not 
much better off. 

Colin Watson, himself a who- 
dunit writer, examined the social 
aspects of mystery writing in his 
“Snobbery with Violence," pub- 
Ushed a couple of years ago. His 
conclusions show that Its opi- 
nions are remarkably convention- 
al, reflecting the current atti- 
tudes to class, country, servants 
and race: “It would be difficult 
to point to any other single 
branch of popular- entertainment 
that conformed more strictly to 
current notions of decency.” 


Lead of rubbish 


And a right load of old rubbish 
it was. I remember once over- 
hearing a British Council Ubra- 
rian, actress Faith Gluckman, in 
one of here favourite roles, deal- 
ing with a lttle old lady who 
asked whether 2 Dorothy L. Sa- 
yers mystery was any good 
“You'll Uke it.” declaimed Faith, 
avoiding a value-judgement as 
conscientiously as any psycho- 
analyst. 

The first thriller heroes of the 
Flapper Age were usually seml- 
Fascist brutes like Sapper’s 
Bulkdog Drummond, who was 
once described by C. Day Lewis 
as “that unspeakable Public 
School bully.“ Conspicuously leck- 
ing in the sense of humour de- 
partment, Captain Drummond 
was, on the other hand, a vir- 
tuoso of unconscious drollery. 
When he had bested the villain 
he was capable of delivering such 
nes as: “Only a keen sense of 
public duty restrains me from 
plugging you where you sit (sic), 
you ineffable swine." He was 
almost indistinguishable from 
Sydney Horler’s Tiger Standish 
and 8 horde of xenophobic car- 
‘bon-coples, all equipped with sl- 
news of steel and devoted, if 
dim-witted, companions. 

The next development was the 
wooing of the lower middle-class 
(the largest group which could 
afford to buy wis garbage dur- 
ing the years of the Depression) 
with idealized detectives who were 
members of the beau monde, 
drifting from Monte Carlo to 
Juan in a haze of elegance and 
luxury. The most successful per- 
petrator of this sort of novel was 
undoubtedly EXigar Wallace, 
whose success enabled him to 
live in the same style as his cha- 
racters and even to sport a foot- 
long cigarette holder, and you

can’t be posher than that. His 
150 whodunits, some featuring a 
quite incredible policeman, ‘“De- 
tective to the Public Prosecutoz’s 
Office” called Mr. J.G. Reeder, 
were issued by Hodder & Stough- 
ton on specially bulky paper in 
print-runs so large that in 1933 
it was estimated that 25 per cent 
of all the books bought in Eng- 
land were by Edgar Wallace. 
Tom Stacey Reprints, a new 
colophon, is currently adding to 
the number. 


Skulidugsery 


An alternative form of High 
Life skulidugsery is best exemp- 
plified by EW. Hornung's 
“Raffles.” This gentleman com- 
bined detection with a2 little ight 
jewel-' . ἃ. sort of modern 
Robin Hood. His French counter- 
part was Maurice Leblanc’s “Ar- 
sene Lupin,” not to be confused 
with Edgar Allan Poe's archety- 
pal detective Auguste Dupin — 
or is it the other way round? 

The ladies, such as Marjorie 
Allingham and Dorothy L. Sa- 
yers, plumped for the Pimpernel 
type, cribbed from Baroness Or- 
ezy’s Sir Percy Blakeney and 
later reincarnated by Leslie 
Howard in the movie “Pimpernel 
Smith.” This character seems to 
be a sort of f2tuous fool, with a 
close family resemblance to P.G. 
Wodehouse's Pertie Wooster, who 
has unsuspected reserves of in- 
telligence and physica! stamina. 
He once turned up in operetta 
as ‘The Red Shadow” “The 
Desert Song.” Miss Sayer's Lord 
Peter Wimssy is perhaps better 
known than Miss am’s 
Albert Campion, but they're both 
out of the same ducal stables. 
Wimsey is currently being re- 
vived on BBC TV with that 
perennial silly ass Ian Carmi- 
chael in the title role. 

The immutable framework of 
the country house, complete with 
8 gaggle of weekend guests, 
comical lower-class flunkeys, and 
amateur detective, had a very 
jong run.
